And having cut off 
their Head and Tail, and cmbowerd them > they eat ihcm ; 
and ordinarily find them as fat as Hogs. 

There are here a great number of ji^^s^ and of that big» 
nefs, that the Author reports, that being one day fick in his 
bed^ he was forced to order himfelf to be carried out of his 
room for fear of being devoured by -them. As it often 
happens to thofeof Angola: where you may alfo find in the 
morning, the Skelitonsof Covps devoured by thefe Ants in 
one nigh t» 

Amongft other fair Fruit Trees in Br^;^^/7 there is one, 
whofc Fruit is called Niceffo : which hath this remarkable, 
that it hath but two Leaves 5, whereof each is able to cover 
a man»

T Aft year I found a Rarity growing wild' in a Foreft 
|_^ of this County of Worcejter. It is defcribed by 
L'Oi^elmsundGr the name of Sorhs PyriformU: as alfo by 
Mathiolus upon Diofcorides. And by Bauhimusy under the 
name of Sorl?us Procera. And they agree , that in France^ 
Germany, and Italy they are commonly found. But neither 
Thefe, nor any of our own Cotmtry-men, as Gerard^ JPar- 
kinfon^Johnfon^ How^ nor thofc Learned Authors M^rr^^ or 
JS/i^, have taken notice of its being a Native oi England. 
Nor have any of our EnglijhWriteys fo much as mentioned 
if. Saving, that Mr, Lyte^ in his Tranfiation of Dodonam'^ 
defcribts ic under the name oixhtSorb* Apple. But faith 
no more of the pUcfy but that it groweth in Dutch--

A Relatipn of a Child which remained Twenty fix years in 
thet^UthersBeily. Taken out of the Journal des Sea- 
vans ; being the ExtraB of a Letter written from To- 
loufe 2 2* ]umto the jimhorof that Journal, by Monfieur 
Bayle, M.D. 

THe faid Author premifes , that there having been 
many different Reports of this matter : Monfieur 
Bayle took the pains to give an exa A account, as well of the 
Infant, as of what accidents befell the Mother during her 
being big with It. Taking alfo the Figure of the Infant, asic 
was fcen of the whole Town. 

Margaret Mathew^ Wife of John Puget, Shearman, being 
with Child 1652. perceived about the end of the ninth 
Month of her bearing, fuch pains as Women ufually have, 
when about to fall in Labour.

But for the fix laft years , fiie 
perceived not the Child to move. Being lately faiFn Tick, fiie 
requefted rheChirurgion to open her when flie was dead.
